At a joint meeting of the direc­ 
tors, trustees and the building com­ 
mittee of the Y. M.C.A. last evening 
the report of the building committee 
was accepted and the contract for 
the new building let to Contractor C. 
\V. Noble and Baker and Neibuhr. 
The entire contract 
amounted 
to 
$75,000. 
Contractor Noble will have 
the entire charge of the construction 
of the building while Baker and Nei­ 
buhr have the plumbing contract al­ 
though it was let in one bid. 
The cost of the preparation and 
construction of the building will be 
In the neighborhood of the $100,000 
mark. 
The site for the building cost 
$15,000. The architect fees, electric 
lights, furniture, other expenses and

Contractor No­ 
ble will start work at once on the 
building and expects to have it un­ 
der cover before winter. 
The stru c­ 
ture will be fire proof in every re­ 
spect. 
The floors and structure are 
re-enforced with concrete, and when 
completed will be one 
of the most 
substantial in the city. 
The committee in charge of the 
building is George 
Burton, 
chair­ 
man, E. E. Bentley, Alfred 
James, 
George Bradish an-d E. C. Boynton. 
The Building. 
The building will be 67 feet by 
IOO feet and will be four stories high 
besides the basement. 
The gymna­ 
sium will be 46 feet by 70 feet and 
will consist of two stories. 
The basement of the building will 
be used as the engine room and bath 
rooms. The swimming pool or plunge, 
which is 20 feet by 48 feet will be 
located in the basement 
and 
the 
business men and boys will have sep­ 
arate access 
to 
the 
pool. 
Eight 
shower baths 
are 
adjoining 
the 
plunge and near the shower baths 
the Turkish bath room is located. 
The lockers, which will be amply 
provided for all the members will be 
located In the basement. 
The busi­ 
ness men through the entire building 
have separate apartm ents from 
the 
boys, their lockers being In separate 
departm ents of the basement. A hand 
ball court 21 by 52 feet is also locat­ 
ed in the basement giving room for 
four courts. 
The basement will be 
well lighted and will have good ven­ 
tilation being about half above the 
ground. 
The first floor will have an en­ 
trance similar to that of the Stod­ 
dard hotel facing Main street, and 
another entrance on Seventh street 
for the juniors. 
The Main street en­ 
trance opens into a large lobby. On 
the left of the lobby the reading room 
will be located. 
On the right of the 
lobby the recreation room, games and 
billiard room will be located. 
The 
adm inistration offices are also locat­ 
ed on the first floor, 
the 
various 
divisions of offices being separately 
located. 
The first floor of the gym­ 
nasium w'hich will be 46 feet by 70 
feet and 25 feet high will be equip- 
ed with all the accessories and ad­ 
joining the gymnasium the 
trophy 
room will be located. 
The second floor will be given over 
to the class rooms, where the stud­ 
ents of the association will have their 
classes and in case of a banquet or 
on Sundays when services are held, 
the class 
rooms are turned Into a 
large and spacious room. 
A fully 
equipped kitchen is located on this 
floor and apartm ents for a banquet 
when needed. 
The second floor of 
the gymnasium is devoted to a run­ 
ning track and balcony.
